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Inspections  of 

COMMERCIAL  FERTILIZERS  — 1983

Chemical  analyses  of  264  official  samples  of  fertilizer 
collected  during  1983  by  inspectors  of  the  Connecticut 
Department  of  Agriculture  are  presented  in  this  Bulletin. 

Table  1  shows  individual  samples  from  30  manufac- 
turers. The  number  designating  each  sample,  as  for 
example  10-10-10,  indicates  the  guaranteed  percentage 
for  nitrogen  (N)  phosphoric  acid  (P2O5),  and  potash 
(K2O),  in  that  order.  A  brand  name,  if  available,  fol- 
lows. The  actual  content  found  in  an  official  sample  is 
then  shown,  with  deficiencies  in  italics.  Table  2  summar- 
izes for  each  manufacturer  the  number  of  guarantees 
examined  for  each  plant  nutrient,  the  percentage  of  the 
samples  not  meeting  their  guarantees,  and  the  average 
percentage  of  guarantee  found.  Table  3  shows  distribu- 
tion of  mixed  fertilizers  sold  in  Connecticut.  Only  for- 
mulations with  analyses  from  more  than  three  manufac- 
turers are  shown;  others  are  placed  in  the  miscellaneous 
category.  The  tonnage  of  fertilizer  material  and  mixed 
fertilizer  sold  in  Connecticut  is  shown  in  Table  4. 

Two  types  of  variability  affect  fertilizer  analysis  and 
must  be  considered  in  judging  deficiencies.  The  first  is 


the  variability  among  different  batches  of  the  same 
formulation  from  a  manufacturer  This  variability  can 
be  noted  in  Table  1  by  examining  the  analyses  of  the 
same  formulations  from  the  same  manufacturer  The 
second  type  of  variability  is  between  duplicate  analyses 
of  the  same  sample.  The  variablity  among  duplicates  is 
shown  in  the  statement:  the  mean  difference  between 
duplicates  for  nitrogen  and  potash  are  one-third  per- 
cent and  for  phosphoric  acid,  one-quarter  percent. 

Fertilizer  samples  are  deemed  deficient  in  any  nut- 
rient if  the  analysis  is  below  the  guarantee  by  more  than 
values  established  by  the  Association  of  American 
Plant  Food  Control  Officials.
